USDA  SUMMARY  OF  1983  U.S.  COW  HERD  AVERAGES

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  receives  herd-average  records  from 
the  nine  dairy  records  processing  centers  each  year.  These  herd-average  records  are 
the  actual  production  averages  of  cows  enrolled  in  test  plans  of  the  National 
Cooperative  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Program  (NCDHIP).  For  1983,  records  from 
59,978  herds  that  included  4,486,542  cow-years  passed  USDA  edits  (see  appendix)  and 
are  summarized  in  this  report. 

The  number  of  herds  with  averages  for  protein  has  increased  almost  69  percent 
during  the  past  year.  Several  factors  may  explain  this  trend.  More  component  testing 
is  being  done  in  central  laboratories  than  in  the  past  because  they  have  equipment  that 
will  test  for  protein  as  well  as  fat  percentage  at  no  extra  expense.  The  number  of 
milk  processors  that  pay  a  protein  differential  also  has  increased.  In  addition,  interest 
in  selection  for  protein  yield  has  increased. 

Herd  and  cow-year  numbers  and  averages  reported  in  State  newsletters  may 
differ  from  values  reported  here  because  of  differences  in  limits  or  reporting  periods. 
Cow-year  is  a  measure  of  cow  number  adjusted  for  length  of  time  in  the  herd. 
Cow-years  are  calculated  by  dividing  the  total  number  of  days  on  test  for  each  cow 
within  a  herd,  including  days  dry,  by  365.  A  herd  must  be  on  test  for  365  days  to  have 
a  herd-average  record. 

State  Averages  for  Milk  Production 

Table  1  summarizes  all  official  records  for  milk,  fat,  and  protein.  No  records 
for  herds  enrolled  in  official  plans  were  reported  for  the  Virgin  Islands.  There  were 
116  more  herds  and  38,153  more  cow-years  summarized  in  1983  than  in  1982.  Average 
milk  yield  was  15,520  pounds  in  1983,  an  increase  of  246  pounds  from  1982.  The 
number  of  cow-years  per  herd  averaged  85.  New  Mexico  had  the  highest  average  milk 
yield  with  47  herds  averaging  17,814  pounds. 

Average  fat  yield  for  herds  with  records  passing  edits  for  fat  yield  and 
percentage  was  572  pounds,  8  pounds  more  than  in  1982,  and  average  fat  percentage 
was  3.68,  0.01  lower  than  in  1982.  Washington  had  the  highest  average  fat  yield  with 
610  herds  averaging  648  pounds. 


Respectively,  research  geneticist  (animal),  Animal  Improvement  Programs 
Laboratory,  Animal  Science  Institute,  Beltsville  Agricultural  Research  Center, 
Beltsville,  Md.  20705,  and  faculty  research  assistant,  Department  of  Animal  Sciences, 
University  of  Maryland,  College  Park,  Md.  20742. 
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Herds  with  protein  data  included  1,308,744  cow-years  (41  percent  of  all  official 
cow-years)  and  averaged  15,763  pounds  of  milk,  583  pounds  of  fat,  and  515  pounds  of 
protein  (3.27  percent).  Louisiana  had  the  highest  average  protein  yield  with  1  herd 
averaging  590  pounds. 

Table  2  summarizes  all  nonofficial  records  for  milk,  fat,  and  protein.  Puerto 
Rico  and  Rhode  Island  had  no  nonofficial  records  summarized.  There  were  327  more 
herds  and  51,030  more  cow-years  summarized  in  1983  than  in  1982.  The  average 
number  of  cow-years  per  herd  was  57.  Cows  on  nonofficial  test  averaged 
14,444  pounds  of  milk  compared  with  14,138  pounds  in  1982.  Average  fat  yield  was 
546  pounds  for  those  herds  reporting  fat  yield,  12  pounds  more  than  in  1982,  and 
average  fat  percentage  was  3.75,  0.01  lower  than  in  1982.  Alaska  had  the  highest 
average  milk  and  fat  yields  with  1  herd  averaging  17,881  pounds  of  milk  and 
616  pounds  of  fat.  Records  with  protein  data  were  from  542,594  cow-years 
(43  percent  of  all  nonofficial  cow-years)  and  averaged  14,825  pounds  of  milk, 
552  pounds  of  fat,  and  478  pounds  of  protein  (3.22  percent).  Washington  had  the 
highest  average  protein  yield  with  54  herds  averaging  563  pounds. 

Table  3  is  a  summary  of  solids-not-fat  (SNF)  records  reported  for  both  official 
and  nonofficial  plans.  Eight  States—Alaska,  California,  Idaho,  Iowa,  Montana,  Nevada, 
North  Dakota,  and  Oregon—reported  records  that  passed  edits,  with  an  average  SNF  of 
1,504  pounds  (8.83  percent).  California  leads  the  group  with  739  herds. 

State  Averages  for  Records  With  Feed,  Cost,  and  Value  Information 

Table  4  is  a  summary  of  herds  on  official  and  nonofficial  plans  for  which  feed, 
feed  cost,  and  value  of  product  were  reported.  Herds  averaged  71  cow-years  per  herd 
with  14,679  pounds  of  milk  and  539  pounds  of  fat.  Average  value  of  product  was 
$1,968  and  average  feed  cost  was  $792,  which  resulted  in  an  average  income  over  feed 
cost  of  $1,176. 

For  some  of  the  herds  summarized,  the  total  ration  did  not  include  all  four  types 
of  feed  (concentrates,  succulent  forage,  dry  forage,  and  pasture).  However,  the 
averages  for  feed  cost  and  value  of  product  were  calculated  from  all  herds  for  which 
feeding  information  was  reported.  The  averages  reflect  the  contribution  of  each  feed 
to  the  total  ration.  The  national  percentage  of  cows  fed  each  feed  is  included  in  the 
footnotes  for  table  4. 


Breed  Averages 

Table  5  summarizes  averages  by  breed  and  type  of  plan.  Holsteins  comprised 
88  percent  of  herds  and  92  percent  of  cow-years  in  official  plans;  they  comprised 
94  percent  of  herds  and  95  percent  of  cow-years  in  nonofficial  plans.  The  number  of 
herds  increased  from  1982  for  Holsteins,  Jerseys,  Milking  Shorthorns,  Red  and  Whites, 
and  mixed  breeds;  the  number  of  herds  decreased  for  all  other  breeds. 

Table  6  summarizes  herds  and  cow-years  by  milk  level  within  breed  for  all 
official  and  nonofficial  records.  Holsteins  had  the  highest  modal  group  for  herds 
(15,000-15,999  pounds).  For  Brown  Swiss,  Holsteins,  Milking  Shorthorns,  and  mixed 
breeds,  the  modal  group  for  herds  and  cow-years  was  the  same.  For  all  other  breeds, 
the  modal  group  for  cow-years  was  higher  than  that  for  herds,  which  indicated  that 
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larger  herds  had  higher  milk  production  for  these  breeds.  In  table  7,  herds  are 
summarized  by  herd  size  within  breed  for  all  official  and  nonofficial  records.  The 
most  common  herd  size  was  25-49.9. 

Test  Plan  Averages 

Table  8  summarizes  herds  and  cow-years  by  breed  within  type  of  test  for  all 
official  and  nonofficial  records.  For  all  breeds,  except  Brown  Swiss  and  Milking 
Shorthorn,  the  most  herds  and  cow-years  were  enrolled  in  DHL  For  Brown  Swiss  and 
Milking  Shorthorns,  the  most  herds  and  cow-years  were  enrolled  in  DHIR;  DHIR  also 
was  the  second  largest  plan  for  Ayrshires  and  Jerseys  for  herds  and  cow-years  and  for 
Guernseys  and  Holsteins  for  cow-years.  The  DHI  plan  was  second  largest  for  Brown 
Swiss  and  Milking  Shorthorns.  The  OS  plan  was  second  largest  for  Holsteins, 
Guernseys,  Red  and  Whites,  and  mixed  breeds  for  herds.  The  DHI-AP  plan  tag  has 
been  changed  to  indicate  a  nonofficial  plan  that  has  records  included  in  sire 
evaluations.  The  previous  DHI-AP  and  DHIR-AP  tags  now  are  DHI-AP-T  and  DHIR- 
AP-T,  respectively,  to  indicate  that  a  time  monitor  is  reguired. 

Table  9  summarizes  records  with  milk,  fat,  and  protein  by  test  plan  for  all 
official  and  nonofficial  records.  The  DHI  and  OS  plans  continued  to  have  the  largest 
enrollments.  The  DHI,  DHI-APCS,  OS,  and  Comm  plans  had  decreases  in  number  of 
herds  enrolled  since  1982;  all  other  plans  had  increased  enrollment. 

Three-Times-a-Day  Milking 

Herd,  cow-year,  and  production  information  for  cows  milked  three  times  a  day 
(3X)  is  summarized  by  State  in  table  10  for  all  official  and  nonofficial  herds.  Alaska, 
Delaware,  Rhode  Island,  and  Puerto  Rico  did  not  report  any  3X  milking  for  their 
herd-average  records.  Herds  milked  3X  were  3  percent  of  herds  with  8  percent  of 
cow-years.  Herd  size  for  3X  records  was  usually  large.  The  number  of  herds  and  cow- 
years  with  3X  milking  may  be  overestimated  because  a  herd  is  included  if  any  3X 
milking  was  reported  during  the  year. 

Summaries  Over  Years 

Tables  11-15  summarize  cow-year  data  for  official  and  nonofficial  plans  by  test 
year.  Cow-year  totals  and  averages  for  milk  and  fat  are  summarized  by  selected  test 
year  from  1940-41  to  1983  for  all  official  herd  records  in  table  11  and  for  all  official 
herd  records  with  feeding  and  other  information  in  table  12.  Cow-year  totals  and 
averages  for  milk  and  fat  are  summarized  by  selected  test  year  from  1965-66  to  1983 
for  all  nonofficial  herd  records  in  table  13  and  for  all  nonofficial  herd  records  with 
feeding  and  other  information  in  table  14.  Table  15  compares  yield  of  cows  on  official 
test,  cows  on  nonofficial  test,  and  all  other  cows  by  selected  test  year  from  1965-66 
to  1983.  In  1983,  cows  in  official  plans  produced  5,004  pounds  more  milk  and  cows  in 
nonofficial  plans,  4,027  pounds  more  milk  than  did  cows  not  enrolled  in  NCDHIP. 

Table  16  summarizes  yield  and  value  of  product  for  all  cows  in  the  United  States 
as  estimated  by  the  Statistical  Research  Service,  USDA.

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USDA  SUMMARY  OF  1983  U.S.  GOAT  HERD  AVERAGES

State  and  national  summaries  of  dairy  goat  herd  averages  for  milk  and  fat  yields 
have  been  computed  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  averages  are  from 
herds  that  (1)  were  enrolled  in  official  and  nonofficial  plans  of  the  National 
Cooperative  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Program  during  1983,  (2)  had  been  on  test  for  at 
least  365  days  prior  to  their  last  sample  day  on  or  before  December  31,  1983,  and 
(3)  had  does  that  averaged  more  than  40  percent  days  in  milk  and  more  than 
500  pounds  of  milk.  The  percent  days  in  milk  is  a  measure  of  the  proportion  of  the 
herd  milking  and  can  be  affected  by  reproductive  problems,  herd  turnover  rate,  and 
length  of  dry  periods. 

Data  in  table  1  show  11,925  doe-years  (total  days  on  test  for  all  does  divided  by 
365  days)  in  1,076  herds  for  1983.  Nationally  the  average  yield  on  a  doe-year  basis 
was  1,671  pounds  of  milk  and  63  pounds  of  fat.  Since  the  1982  test  year,  the  number 
of  herds  increased  by  22,  and  the  number  of  doe-years  decreased  by  76.2  The  average 
number  of  doe-years  per  herd  was  11.  Yield  averages  decreased  by  69  pounds  of  milk 
and  3  pounds  of  fat  from  the  1982  test  year.  These  reductions  in  doe-years  and  yields 
are  the  first  since  this  report  was  started  in  1978.  For  the  438  herds  (4,397  doe-years) 
that  were  enrolled  in  protein  testing,  the  average  protein  yield  was  54  pounds. 

The  average  yield  by  breed  is  in  table  2.  Of  the  five  major  breeds,  Saanens  had 
the  highest  milk  yield  as  in  the  3  previous  years,  and  Alpines  and  Nubians  had  the 
highest  fat  yield.  Alpines  and  Saanens  had  the  highest  protein  yield.  The 
experimental  group  is  made  up  of  crossbred  does.  Tables  3,  4,  and  5  show  the 
distribution  of  herds  by  milk,  fat,  and  protein  yield  on  a  doe-year  basis.  Twenty-five 
herds  had  average  milk  yields  above  3,000  pounds.  The  highest  average  milk  yield  was 
5,000  pounds  by  a  Saanen  herd.  The  highest  average  fat  yield  was  299  pounds  by  a 
Nubian  herd.  Distribution  of  herds  by  protein  yield  was  similar  to  distribution  by  fat 
yield.  Over  half  the  herds  averaged  between  51  and  75  pounds  of  protein. 

Table  6  presents  the  distribution  of  herds  by  doe-years  per  herd.  Most  dairy  goat 
herds  were  small;  over  68  percent  had  10  or  fewer  doe-years  per  herd.  The  most 
common  herd  size  was  5.1  to  10  doe-years  per  herd,  and  the  largest  total  number  of 
doe-years  occurred  in  herds  of  that  size.  The  16  herds  with  more  than  50  doe-years 
per  herd  (1.5  percent)  had  16  percent  of  the  doe-years.  The  largest  herd  had 
613  doe-years.

65  percent  of  the  herds  had  between  71  and  90  percent  days  in  milk.  High  percent 
days  in  milk  indicates  a  low  proportion  of  doe-days  on  test  for  dry  does  because  of 
either  short  dry  periods  or  sale  of  does  that  are  not  lactating.
